“German airships and seroplanes 
reconnoitered againgt the British forces 
and hit with bombs two British destroy- 
ers and one convoy. Fire started on the 
latter. Fog prevented a continuation of 


the fighting.”

New York, Dec. 26.—New York is soon to” 
bave an addition to its prison equipment 
eapecially designed for anarchists, I. W. 
W. and other lawbreakers who 


have laughed at previous attempts to re- 
strain them in the workhouse and peni- 
tentiary on Blackwell's island. 

Under the supervision of Dr. Kathar- 
ine B. Davis, commissioner of correction, 
work has begun on a new disciplinary 
building on Riker’s island. Since the 
Tannenbatm= - aprising *’ on Blackwell's. 
jsland last year officials of the depart- 
ment of correction have been studying 
yarious schemes to prevent further re- 
yolts among prisoners, and the Riker's 


problem for all time, It will have separ- 
ate celly for eighty prisoners, all of whom 
will be drafted from other city institu- 
tions because of their propensities for 
stirring up trouble among their eompan- 
ions. . 

Life Will Not Be Gay. 

As soon as there is an outbreak in’ one 
of the other prisons the leaders are to 
be separated and placed in solitary con- 
fement on Riker’s island, where they 
never will have an opportunity to agi- 
tate anything. For the worst of them 
there will be sound proof @ells. If a pris- 
oner finds it impossible to quiet down 
even after his transfer to the island, he 
will be placed in a room through the walls 
of which no oratory can penetrate. 

The board of estimate recently appro- 
priated $28,000, which will cover part of 
the cost of the building. With this fund 
it has been possible to start work on the 
excavation, and, if necessary, one wing 
of the prison can be finished before the 
winter ends, it is said.

losing the decision. 

Welsh had gained his ring fame by 
cleverness and nothing else. while Ritchie 
was a good hitter, but not as clever as 
his British opponent. It was figured that 
Welsh could go the twenty rounds and 
through cleverness alone stall off. any 
damege from Ritchie's fists, at the 
time piling up enough pointe to be a - 
ed the verdict. That was just what 
Welsh did. and his reward was the world’s 
lightweight championship. is 


_ Takes Chance for Coin. 
Ritchie claimed after his defeat thathoa 
had been robbed and he found many sym- 
pathizers in this country, but there were 


ing a’ boy as clever as Welsh tn his ovn 
country. Ritchie had been warned that 
the British system of giving decistions 
for tapping. not for hitting, might cause 
his defeat; but he took ‘the chance prin- 
cipally because he received $25,000. ) 

It also is worth mentioning here that 
Ritchie knew what he was. stacking wp 
against when he faced Welsh, for it was 
their second meeting. In the first clash 
the Briton carried off the decision after 
twenty rounds of battling in a Los An- 
geies ring and Ritchie should have 
thoyght twice about meeting a boy who 
had once beaten him. 


“Ritchie Idle Since Defeat. — 

Since Weleh won from Ritchie he has 
not given the latter a chance to recapture 
the crown; in fact, the coast boy has 
fought only one contest and that a four 
rounder with Johnny Dundee, which re- 
sulted in a draw.
